Getty Suggests 
•Changes In 
Tax Exemption 


Gorman E. Getty, attorney to 
the Allegany 
County Board of 
Commissioners, y e s t e r d a y in­ 
formed the board that a state law 
passed at the last session of the 
General Assembly pertains to the 
procedures for granting of tax- 
exempt ions of persons over 65 
years of age. 
For a number of years the 
-county has granted tax exemp­ 
tions on homes of persons over 
65 who have not more than $1,200 
annual income from all .sources. 
T he exemption is limited to $3,500 
of the assessment 
against 
the 
property. 
Getty explained that the coun­ 
ty can set the requirements for 
the 
tax 
exemption 
and 
some 
thought 
should 
be 
given 
to 
changes in the total income pro­ 
visions. He pomted out that there 
are 
many 
widows 
and 
others 
whose railroad retirement or So­ 
cial Security benefits place them 
just beyond the limit of $1,200. 
He suggested that the board 
consider changes whereby the in­ 
come limit would be raised to 
$1,500 and at the same time the 
exemption be granted on $3,000 of 
the property a.ssessment. 
Getty explained that this would 
take in many more persons over 
age B5 who fail to qualify by 
small amounts and at the same 
time would lessen the amount of 
tax exemption. T he effect on the 
county tax revenues, would prob­ 
ably not be changed to any great 
degree. Getty opined 
T he commissioners will request 
.T ames G. Stevenson, board clerk, 
to compile a list of the persons 
I receiving the tax emption and 
also some idea of the number 
who failed to qualify by the fact 
they had $1,250 or some similar 
sum .just beyond the limit pro­ 
vided.

Changes 
Getty Suggests 
In 
Tax Exemption 


Gorman E. Getty, attorney to 
the 
Allegany County Board 
of 
Commissioners, y e s t e r d a y in­ 
formed the board that a state law 
passed at the last session of the 
General Assembly pertains to the 
procedures for granting of tax 
exemptions of persons over 65 
years of age. 
For a number of years the 
-county has granted tax exemp­ 
tions on homes of persons over 
65 who have not more than $1,200 
annual income from all sources. 
The exemption is limited to $3,500 
of the 
assessment 
against 
the 
property. 
Getty explained that the coun­ 
ty can set the requirements for 
the 
tax 
exemption 
and 
some 
thought 
should 
be 
given 
to 
changes in the total income pro­ 
visions. He pointed out that there 
are 
many 
widows 
and 
others 
whose railroad retirement or So­ 
cial Security benefits place them 
just beyond the limit of $1,200. 
He suggested that the board 
consider changes whereby the in­ 
come limit would be raised to 
$1,500 and at the same time the 
exemption be granted on $3,000 of 
the property assessment. 
Getty explained that this would 
take in many more persons over 
age 65 who fail to qualify by 
small amounts and at the same 
time would lessen the amount of 
tax exemption. The effect on the 
county tax revenues, would prob 
ably not be changed to any great 
degree. Gettv opined 
The commissioners will request 
.Tames G. Stevenson, board clerk. 
to compile a list of the persons 
receiving the tax eruption and 
also some idea of the number 
who failed to qualify by the fact 
they had $1,250 or some similar 
sum just beyond the limit pro­ 
vided.

A g eneral strike in Britain’s construction 
ndustry has been settled on terms that most 


3f the 12 million workers found acceptable. But 
hat's because they work in Britain and not in 
the United States. 
They wanted a 40-hour instead of a 42-hour 


week and settled for 41 hours. Skilled workers 
will g et pay increases of 10 cents an hour and 
aborers 5 cents an hour, divided over three 
/ears. Pay scales now are 85 cents an hour for 
ikilled workers and 75 cents an 
hour 
for 
laborers. 
In contrast, wag es of skilled building trades 
workers in metropolitan centers in the U. S. 
iverag e more than $5 an hour, plus numerous 
fring e benefits, and $4 an hour for laborers. 
Contracts provide for hourly increases of as 
much as 25 cents and the work week is 35 hours. 
Making allowance for differences in living 
costs and standards, the British construction 
worker has a long way to g o to achieve com­ 
parable affluence. Even so. his prospects would 
seem to be somewhat brig hter than those of 
another dissatisfied g roup. 
Britain’s 10,000 church org anists are plan­ 
ning to merg e their two associations and demand 
hig her pay and status. A recent advertisement 
for a church org anist offered an annual salary 
of $252.

Should historians try to make history’ 
Well, a 
historian is a human being like anyone else, and if be 
feels a sen.se of commitment to a cause or a person 
there is no rule to keep him from trying to act on 
events as well as to describe or analyze them 
The historian with a yearning to give history a 
push, however, takes his chances when he writes cam ­ 
paign literature instead of balanced analysis 
When he 
produced his “ Kennedy or Nixon;

Difference’’’’ as his contribution to the Democratic 
campaign of lixio. Professor Arthur Schlcsinger Jr of 
harvard assured himself of a creative role in the 
vennedy Administration, 
His creative advice has not 
ilways lieen good; indeed, his affinity for anything 
hat may be described as the “ non-Communist Left ’ 
las resulted in some curious adventures, notably the 
me that helpeil persuade the Christian Democrats of 
taly to try their ill-fated “opening to the E ast” Maybe 
taly and the West will survive the mistake, but Presi- 
lent Kennedy may not survive Professor Schlesingcr 
or another and quite inadvertent reason. 


The reason has to do with Schlesinger’s rapacity 
for provoking people. When he wrote his “ Kennedy 
or .Nixon: Does It Make Any Difference?” Schles- 
inger made a lot of people angry because of the 
book’s omis.siont. One writer. Victor Lasky, was so 
furious at Schlesinger’s “ go<Kl guy-bad guy" posing 
of the personalities involved in the Kennedy-.Nixon 
fight that he set himself a job of refutation that 
has ronsumed three years. Ihe result, a massive 
book called “ J.F.K .:

Of Laborers 
And Organists 


A general strike in Britain's construction 
,ndustry has been settled on terms that most 
Df the 1.2 million workers found acceptable. But 
that’s because they work in Britain and not in 
the United States. 
They wanted a 40-hour instead of a 42-hour 


week and settled for 41 hours. Skilled workers 
will get pay increases of IO cents an hour and 
aborers 5 cents an hour, divided over three 
/ears. Pay scales now are 85 cents an hour for 
skilled workers 
and 
75 cents 
an 
hour 
for 
laborers. 
In contrast, wages of skilled building trades 
workers in metropolitan centers in the U. S. 
jverage more than $5 an hour, plus numerous 
fringe benefits, and $4 an hour for laborers. 
Contracts provide for hourly increases of as 
much as 25 cents and the work week is 35 hours. 
Making allowance for differences in living 
costs and standards, the British construction 
worker has a long way to go to achieve com­ 
parable affluence. Even so, his prospects would 
seem to be somewhat brighter than those of 
another dissatisfied group. 
Britain's 10,000 church organists are plan­ 
ning to merge their two associations and demand 
higher pay and status. A recent advertisement 
for a church organist offered an annual salary 
of $252.

Mr. Lasky Corrects Historian 


Should historians try to m ake history? 
Well, a 
historian is a human being like anyone else, and if he 
feels a sense of commitment to a cause or a person 
there is no rule to keep him from trying to act on 
events as well as to describe or analyze them. 
The historian with a yearning to give history a 
push, however, takes his chances when he writes cam ­ 
paign literature instead of balanced analysis. When he 
produced his “ Kennedy or Nixon: 
Does It Make Any 
Difference?” as his contribution to the Democratic 
campaign of 11)60, Professor Arthur Schlesinger .Jr. of 
Harvard assured himself of a creative role in the 
vennedy Administration. 
His creative advice has not 
ilways been good; indeed, his affinity for anything 
b a t may be described as the “ inn-Communist Left” 
las resulted in some curious adventures, notably the 
me that helped persuade the Christian Democrats of 
taly to try their ill-fated “opening to the E ast.” Maybe 
taly and the West will survive the mistake, but Presi- 
lent Kennedy m ay not survive Professor Schlesinger 
or another and quite inadvertent reason. 


The reason has to do w ith Schlesinger’* capacity 
for provoking people. When he wrote his “ Kennedy 
or Nixon: 
Does It Make Any Difference?” Schles- 
inger made a lot of people angry because of the 
book's omissions. One writer. Victor Lasky, was so 
furious at Schlesinger’s “ good guy-bad guy” posing 
of the personalities involved in the Kennedy-Nixon 
fight that he set himself a job of refutation that 
has consumed three years. 
The result, a massive 
hook called “ J.F.K .: 
The Man and the Myth,” 
published this coming week by Macmillan, should 
stand as an eternal warning that synthetic image, 
making breeds its inevitable come-uppance. 
Mr. 
Lasky has destroyed the Schlesinger image of the 
“ noble” Kennedy forever. 


Curiously, however, both John F Kennedy and his 
father Joseph P 
Kennedy em erge from Mr. Lasky's 
sages as sympathetic and attractive human beings. 
Father Joe had just as much right to make a fortune 
as any of the scrabbling Lowells. Lawrences and Cabots 
had in the late eighteenth and early nineteenth cen- 
:uries. and one can only adm ire the pertinacity and 
shrewd competitiveness that turned the Kennedys into 
i moneyed clan. Because of F ather Joe's money, son 
John was able to develop his transcendent charm 
a 
'h arm that is as undeniable as that of m any of the 
atter-day Lowells who turned the original Francis 
s w e ll’s textile fortunes to such cultivated ends. 
Mr. Lasky does not deny the father’s financial 
icurrien or the son's attractiveness. But. despite Arthur 
Schlesinger, he wants the Kennedy record to include 
•verything, beginning with the picture of a young 
Congressman from M assachusetts who was very similar 
n many ways to a young Congressman from California 
lam ed Richard Nixon 
The “ liberals” have never forgiven Nixon for his 
)riginal rise to fame as a “ liberal” baiter. 
They still 
'cam at the mouth when they recall Nixon’s 1950 cam ­ 
paign for the Senate against the “ liberal” Helen Calla­ 
han Douglas. 
Mr. Lasky recalls a curious episode 
ibout that campaign. According to Robert W. Richards, 
•hief of the San Diego Union’s Washington Bureau. 
S’ixon had in his corner in the fight against Mrs Doug- 
as no less a person than John F Kennedy himself 


Says Lasky. quoting Richards: 
“ Shock-haired 
Kennedy strode into the Nixon House offices . . . 
to see Nixon's confidential secretary privately . . . 
Pulling the check for SI,OOO from his pocket the 
Boston House m em ber said he wanted to offer it 
to help out Nixon's campaign against Representa­ 
tive Douglas. 
He didn’t need to spell out to the 
then Nixon aide that it might he embarrassing if 
a D emocrat m em ber of Congress was known to 
be giving cash to the campaign of a Republican 
£ 
senatorial candidate " 


This is just one anecdote from Mr Lasky’s book 
that portrays the youthful John F Kennedy as Richard 
Nixon’s spiritual twin 
They were once a n t i l i b e r a l ” 
Congressmen together 
they once m ade a united front 
in baiting Reds: 
they once shared similar feelings 
about the State D epartm ent’s role in precipitating catas­ 
trophe in China 
Because Arthur Schlesinger slid easily around this 
part of Kennedy’s career. Lasky vowed his revenge He 
has had it in a book that will be quoted widely 
Mr 
Lasky’s chief objection to the Schlesinger "history 
of 
the pre-Presidential John F. Kennedy is that i* made 
Nixon out to be a careerist and an opportunist, while 
it sought to establish Kennedy as the young m an of 
principle who had had a real conversion on the road to 
Damascus. One does not have to contest the genuine­ 
ness of the Kennedy conversion to note that Nixon, by 
contrast, has been the m ore steadfast man.

Hard Facts About The Indian Border Dispute 


NEW DELHI, India 
In a little more than a fortnight, 
the monsoon will end and the 
campaigning season will begin on 
the Indian frontier. 
Judging solely by the practical 
indications, the Chinese have de­ 
voted the whole interval, since 
their attack last year, to active 
preparations 
for taking 
further 
advantage of the favorable fight­ 
ing season. 
The indicators are 
as follows: 
First, most of the Chinese divi­ 
sions in Tibet have been moved 
down to positions close to the 
Indian 
frontier — to 
potential 
jump-off positions in fact. 
Between the Indian and Ameri­ 
can analysts, there is some dif­ 
ference of opinion about the hu­ 
man weight of this force threat­ 
ening the frontier. 
The entire 
Chinese force in Tibet numbers
